procedures. Your public health nurse is a member of a 
health team thatshares_ the planning and action with other 
workers in the field of health, education, and welfare,

attend the Child Health Conferences and the Rubella clinic 
in Lovell, None attended, 

Twenty home visits were made to give nursing service 
and to discuss specific health needs, 

I wish to thank everyone in the community who has as- 
sisted in the public health nursing program.

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REGIONAL AIRPORT REPORT 


The year 1970 produced further progress in the improve - 
ment of the Eastern Slope Regional Airport. A radio home- 
ing beacon has been installed at a cost to date of $2, 962. 
95, although completion of the antenna system will pro- 
bably cost another $500 or so in 1971, Nevertheless, the 
beacon is now in operation as a navigational aid; it will be 
so marked onF, A, A, flight maps; and increased use ofthe 
airportshould result, This device enables pilots to file in- 
strument flight plans when flying to the airport, and is par- 
ticularly helpful to airmen who are not yet familiar with 
our White Mountain Area, The beacon will mean a great 
deal to newcomers interested in our region, and, in fact, 
the developers of Evergreen Valley, among others, have 
been strongly urging such an installation. 


As other capital improvements, the Authority in 1970 
purchased a self-propelled rotary mower which will permit 
more frequent mowings of the grassed areas around the run- 
way, and hopefully tend to create a heavier turf, Also, 
repairs were made to arrest erosion along the edges of the 
runway, to prevent damage to the pavement. All these 
capital expenditures were made possible through receipts 
from non-tax sources, consisting of rental income from the 
T-Hangar, and grants totalling $2, 000,00 from the Mul- 
ford Fund, It should be noted that T-Hangar expenses, 
such asinsurance, are not included in the below operating 
account, but are paid directly from the capital account, 
In fact, to meet operating costs it was necessary to trans~- 
fer $1, 300, 00 from the capital account to supplement tax- 
derived income from the Towns and State. 


Additional operating costs are anticipated in 1971 to 
meet F,A, A, requirements for regular checking, maint- 
enance and monitoring of the new radio beacon, We are 
hopeful that town appropriations will be adjusted to teflect 
this increased need.

The Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission 
serves the following purposes: 


(1) Provides professional and technical staff services to 
municipal planning boards and other local officials; 


(2) Acquires anddistributes social, economic and nat- 
ural resource information for use by the region's munici- 
palities; 

(3) Brings municipalities together to consider and co- 
ordinate desirable management and government actions 
in solving common problems; 


(4) Assists municipalities in obtaining available state 
and Federal technical and financial assistance for planning, 
administration and public facilities; 

. (5) Develops comprehensive plans and policies for guid - 
ing the development of the region. 


_ Through its technicalistaff of two professional planners, 
an engineer and a draftsman SMRPC provided assistance 
to southern Maine municipalities in 1973 in the areas of 
Solid Waste Management, Shoreland Zoning, Land use 
Inventorying and Mapping, Subdivision Review, Water and 
Sewer Planning, Natural Resource Identification and 
Mapping, Transportation Planning, Legal Assistance and 
Printing. These services were provided through public in- 
formational ‘meetings (approximately 24) and more than 
100 staff meetings with individual municipal boards and 
officials, The Commission accomplished its purposes 
-Through the distribution of printed informationto more than 
700 municipal officials'and interested citizens on: State 
and Federal Laws and Regulations; material on State and 
Federal agencies and programs and the assistance avail- 
_ able through them; and staff research and publications con- 
cerning comprehensive planning, solid waste planning, 
ground water research and investigation, zoning, subdi- | 
vision review, etc, 

In addition, the Commission has developed, in close 
coordination with municipal officials, standards for review- 
ing subdivisions and a model zoning ordinance incorpor- 
ating shoreland zoning provisions. Both of these documents 
have been accepted and are being utilized widely through- 
outthe State, These subdivision and zoning standards have 
been an important means of assisting municipalities to 
fulfill their legal requirements and to guide rapidly increas - 
ing land development in directions which are enviorn- 
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mentally sound and consistent with the best future interests 
of the municipalities and the region, 

By means of local municipal funding amounting to a- 
bout 15% of its total budget, the Southern Maine Regional 
Planning Commission has been able to establish itself as a 
workable and valuable tool for its member municipalities 
and to demonstrate to State and Federal agencies that it 
deserves to be supported with an additional 85% financial 
assistance through public funds, Though it receives such 
extensive outside help, the Commission nevertheless exists 
solely to serve local municipalities individually and col- 
lectively. It is governed solely by local municipal and 
county representatives, It is dedicated by State law, by 
its by-laws and by its own organization solely to determine 
and advocate the local and regional interests. It cannot 
rule orregulate, but can only advise. With these purposes 
and constraints, it would appear that the Commission is 
both an essential tool and an organizational bargain for its 
member municipalities,

ECONOMIC OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


This year, as last year when we requested that town 
_ officials honor our request to have an article placed in the 
town warrants, we received a lot of requests about the a- 
gency's services and what value they are to the town, In 
an attempt to answer your request for information, I am 
providing the following information on one of our services 
that is very important to your town, 

First, letme makeitclear that this agency is nota wel- 
fare agency, and doesnot give handouts, Wedotryto help 
the poor and the elderly by providing services that will make 
productive taxpaying citizens out of the poor and at the 
same time reduce the welfare rolls, We do this by finding 
them jobs or job training, 75% of all of the persons who 
registered for work at our agency were placed in jobs by 
our employment counselor, Many of these persons were 
sent tous by town officials when they applied for town aid. 
Our employment counselor works very closely with Oxford 
County businesses and industries, and is kept informed of 
job openings, and can place people very swiftly in most 
instances, We also place many low income and unskilled 
‘people in job training programs where they can learn the 
necessary skills needed foremployment, Most of these peo- 
ple have been or are potential recipients of town aid, 
While I'm on the subjectof town aid, let me relate to you 
some of the ways our staff has been able to reduce there- ~ 
quests for town assistance, In one town, not too long ago, 
one of our staff persons found an elderly couple living on 
a $50.00 a month town order, and had been for several © 
years, Inchecking this case out, our staff person obtained 
an application and shortly, they began to receive Social 
Security, In many other instances, we have found that 
people who were receiving town assistance were eligible 
for old age assistance, veteran's assistance and unemploy- 
- ment, Out staff is trained, and is knowledgeable about 
these services and has saved the local towns thousands of 
dollars, and we could do much more if more town officials 
would refer those people applying for town aid to us, or 
contact us when someone is applying for town assistance, 
We have field workers throughout the County, and they 
are readily available to handle these cases, Of course, 
there is in many cases, a temporary need for town help. 
This is usually the case when someone has become laid 
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off, and must wait several weeks for unemployment, or 
becomes disabled, and must wait several months for dis- 
ability checks tocome in (Quite often, we are able to get 
the government to speed up these checks). 


I am sure that you can see the value of this service, 
and hope that you will utilize it to save your town money 
and help people get off the welfare rolls. Later on you will 
be receiving information on other public services that the 
agency provides, 

PROJECT INDEPENDENCE 


Project Independence, in cooperation with Andros- 
coggin Home Health, helps make more services available 
such as flu shots, health screenings and clinics, home 
health aids, and nursing services, }
